monies and wearing appirrell ot abour foareſcore ſer- 
vants,very many of s h:c{t were pcriors of ſuch qua- 
brie as whar rhey then lott amounred to above foure= 
teen hugdred puunys beiides your Pctitioners ſtock 
ot beaſts, ſh*ep,znd horſes inthree ſeverall places ta- 
ken from him tothe value of : inercen or twenty thou 
ſand pounds more at leaſt, his demeants hegng all {ully 
fraugutcd and furniſhed with his owne ſeek, beſides 
alſo ro of his three cheife houſes, the one whercot 
being his ancient ſeaie & place of his Barrovy being - 
plucked down fired detaced &1cmolithedywhich coſt 
above fixtcen thouſand pou:1de,not yet fit:y yeares a- 
g0e, his whole perſonall Eftate wichia and without 
doores violently ſeized and carried aw.iighis woud and 
timber in ſeveral counties watte tully feiled, his Parks 
decayed, his whole reall Eliate ſequeitred amounting 
in theſe foure yeres to fourrzen thouſand pounds his 
Tenants ftocks violently driven away, themiclves alſo 
impriſoned for not paying greater taxes then either 
their livings or eſtaces were able to ſzrisfie, ſome of 
them dying, the reſt and thoſe that Jive, their. wives 
and children and ſelves ſow imnpover: ſhed,as toturne 


np heir farmes and goe a bepging, whereby much pre. 


Judice is come to your Petitioner,their Lands lying 
waſtand their houſes for wanr of tenants ta)len downe 
and burat by other rown{men, and all the fences and 
bounds berwixt hizu& other Lords,fo defaced as ſcarce 

again 
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againe to be known, whereby preat ſuites and debates 
are like to ariſe hercafter ; Your Petitioners debts 
which before theſe times were four thouſand pounds, 
are now fit:ce theſe rimes, increaled to above five 
thouſand pounds ; his friends, tenants 2043 ſervants in- 
gaged for him, impriſoned, and he not able to relieve 
-»them,& thar nothing of 70/s iffliions migh be want- 
ing h1:s children flaine, one cruelly murthercd after l:e 
had laid downe his armes, and diſcited that ſervice, 2- 
nother alſo moſt barbarouſly killed and murdered in 
one of your Petitioners hou'es, and with him alſo a- 
bout ſeven ſcore more then ſizine not ſparing the 
Killing of ſome childrengslaſhing & woundi: g of one 
Genrlewoman, and other women that ccula not be 
in arTes, with other unheard of babirouſneſNſe, both 
to the living and dead; yea, ſuch,as were your Peritio- 
ner a Turk, Heathen, I:w,or Infidell, that had deſcr- 
ved much worſe of any State, then he hopes hee hath 
done of tÞis3 yet 1s confident,more ſeverity could nor 
have been exerciſcd. then hath beene upou him, bur 
unknown,I am confident,to your Lordihips : For all 
thisrime of nis impriſonment,hee hath nor beene al- 
lowed the value of f1x pence yearly, fo:th of his owne 
ſequeſtred eſtate, but hath lived upon creditapd bor- 
rowing untill theſe two laſt yeares, that ſome of his 
Friends and Tenants in Derby ſhire, farmed divers 
Lands inthoſe parts; from whence, by extraordinary 
busbandry in tillage for corn, chey gained about cight. 
ſcore pounas a yeare for kis behoofe, But now upon 
certain votes by the houſe otCommons only,bearing 
date the tenrh day of Novemb,laſt paſt,but never con- 
firmed by your Lordfhips can thereforc,he thinkes be 
no abſolute bindiog Ordinance : yet none of tis Lands.

-catibe any more farmed by any to his uſe or behoofe : 
whereupon the Lad yHoghtonghis Daughrer,wrote 8 
letter to the Derby ſhire Committee,that thoſe lands 
might {till be tarmed to your Petitioners benefir, and 
that thoſe Votes of the houſe ot Commons above ſpe- 
Cificd,'yere but only Votes and not anOrdinance,with - 
out your Lordſhips afſent and joyning, which they 
rok ſo heinously, as exprefled much bitternefle and 
paſſion thereupon ; ſaying, they ſhould be ebeyed as 
a good Ordinance, by ary that had todo with them, 
with ſome other bigh and unfitting language, which 
he dires not exprefle : Soas now, your Petitioner is 
hopelefle of further ſubiiftance,and baving now lately 
ſuffered a grear dealc of m:fery and ficknefle, which 
kept bim in h1s bed £bove nine v eckes together: - In 
which time,tru!y my Lords,he had Nike to have peri. 
ſhed for want of meanes ro pay Phyfitians, Chyrur- 
gions,and Apotheearies,or to buy neceflary meat and 
drink fir for a fick perlon ; deipairing therefore of re. 
covery,he cauſed his Chaplain to make his ſad cond1+ 
tion known to the Congregation, and to cntrear their 
prayers for him,which hee having done, moſt miracy_ 
lously,by heavens hand,beyond expeRation,he was 2. 
gain reſtored and preſerved, by one, whoſe name hee 
ncither kaowes, nor had formerly ſeen, or conver ſed 
with him,came to him as he was upon his fick bed, & 
delivered to him a good ſumme of money, whercby 
till now,he hath ſubfiſted, with this further meſſage, 
thar they who ſent the mony,ſo much pitcied bis pre- 
ſent ſad condition,as not to expect repayment,until he 
were reſtored again to his rights and eſtate. But row
